— President Eisenhower today 
approved a Federal matpower 
policy designed to channel more 
defense contracts into areas

He said he was in “full agree- 
ment” with the policy set forth 
in a memorandum which Arthur 
S. Fleming, director of the Of- 
fice of Defense Mobilization, re- 
cently sent to key Government 
agencies handling defense pur- 
chasing. 

Eisenhower today sent a 
memorandum to Secretary of 
Defense Wilson, Chairman Lewis 
W. Strauss of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, and the chief 
of the General Services Admin- 
istration. 


Text of Memorandum, 
It said: 


“The director of the Office of 
Defense Mobilization recently is- 
sued a manpower policy de- 
signed to increase the number 
of defense contracts that are 
placed in areas where there has 
been a large amount of un- 
employment, 

“At the same time he directed 
that new defense plants located 

areas where unemployment 
has been high over a consider- 
given a rapid tax write-off on a 
larger percentage of their capi- 
tal investment than would other- 
wise be the case. 

“I am in complete agreement 
with both of these policies. ~ 

“I would appreciate it_if you 
would communicate my Views on 
this matter to all procurement 
officials.

The manpower policy Eisen- 
hower outlined provides for 
“set-asides” of defense work for 
unemployment areas. 

Under that plan of federal 
purchasing, part of the total 
procurement will be obtained 
under normal competitive pro- 
cedures, with a contract award- 
- to the lowest qualified bid- 

er. 

The rest of the total procure- 
ment —for Army blankets, for 
example—may be set aside for 
negotiations with firms in a la- 
bor surplus area. The set-aside 
could amount to possibly 30 per 
cent of the total amount of 
blankets required, press secre- 
tary James C. Hagerty said. 

The policy. calls for: 

1. Giving “full opportunity 
to firms in labor surplus areas 
whose names are on bidders’ 
lists to submit bids on pro- 
posals on all procurements for

2. Awarding a contarct in 
the event of tie bids to a firm 
situated in a labor surplus 
area.

Cox, who served in the Navy 
before entering the Army, has 
been missing from his military 
police unit in Berlin since Sept. 
22, 1949. He EY was 
arrested by the Russians in the 
Soviet sector of the city but 
they never had acknowledged 
holding him. 


Towers disappeared in Fin- 
land in 1952 while on shore 
leave from his ship. 


The two men apparently have 
been in Russian prison camps 
all this time. Austrians repatri- 
ated in the Soviet amnesty of 
minor war criminals recently re- 
ported they saw Cox and Towers 
in such camps and that both 
men had urged their help in no- 
tifying American authorities, 


The United States State De- 
partment thereupon officially 
asked Moscow for the release of 
the men. 


Army officers picked up the 
two in the Soviet headquarters 
at Karlshorst this afternoon. 
They said that the men “looked 
all right” physically except that 
they needed some barbering. 

They wore dark gray trousers 

and black quilted jackets. 

“They expressed great satis- 
faction at being back,” an Army 
spokesman said. “They wanted 
to know who won the World 
Series and also. who is Vice 
President. Apparently both of 
them knew about Mr. Eisen- 
hower.”

Vietminh’s Laos Thrust Viewed 
As Mainly Political Maneuver 


Communist-Led Forces Are Expected to 
Have a Hard Time Holding Their 
‘Prestige’ Positions. 


*By LARRY ALLEN 

HANOI, Indochina, Dec. 29 
(AP)—Communist-led Vietminh 
troops which made a lightning 
drive to cut Indochina in two 
apparently have achieved a 
“prestige yo political success,” 
but they going to have a 
hard time holding their gains. 

The French are pouring rein- 
forcements into central Indo- 
china and already have opened 
what might be termed the first 
phase of a counter-offensive. 

Pilots flying American-sup- 
plied B-26s and Bearcat fighters 
are hanimering Vietminh con- 
centrations north of the rebel- 
occupied town of Thakhek, on 
the Mekong river bordering 
arid rear supply 
bases. 

The Vietminh supplied their 
swift push from the south China 
sea across Laos by using a vast 
army of coolies carrying war 
equipment, ammunition and pro- 
visions on their backs. These 
human pack trains, moving 
through the rugged jungle and 
mountainous country toward 
Thakhek, are getting a heavy 
pounding. 

The Vietminh sweep into Thak- 
hek looks impressive upon a 
glance at the map of Indochina 
since the country is now cut in 
two. The drive did sever the 
Mekong river and road supply 
lines for the northern half of 
the Indochinese Kingdom of 
Laos, including the governmental 
seat at Vientiane and the royal 
capital at Luang Prabang. 


But the traffic by river and 
road hever was ‘particularly 
heavy and northern Laos has 
long been getting most of its 
esssential supplies by airlifts, 


Thus the Rebel occupation of 
Thakhek has posed little new in 
the way of problems for the 
French in supplying forces in 
northern Laos. The Vietminh 
break-through. to the Mekong 
also has not affected the French | 
supply of forces in northern 
Indochina, 


These long have been -sup- 
plied by airlifts and vast cargoes 
of American war equipment 
coming by sea from Saigon into 
the port of Haiphong, 64 miles 
east of Hanoi. 


Aside from gaining a propa- 
ganda value in being able to 
say that Indochina is cut in two 
and throwing a scare into Thai- 
land, which .has rushed rein- 
forcements to its northern prov- 
inces, the Vietminh seem to have 
gained nothing which might 
mean a step toward winning the 
war. 


There is widespread belief 
that the Vietminh’'s quick thrust 
was aimed principally at gaining 
a. powerful political weapon as 
a prelude to possible new Red 
suggestions for a truce. It may 
be that the Vietminh wanted to 
put troops on the Mekong te 
draw a line across central Indo- 
china which could be used as a 
proposed demarcation if a ne- 
gotiated peace ever crystallized

~-The United States Chamber of 
Commerce today found its pro- 
posal to qualify 5,000,000 more 
oldér citizens for social security 
pensions ‘attacked in ah econo- 
mists’ debate as a “baby Town- 
send plan.” 

The - proposal, part of the 
Chamber’s plan to put social se- 
curity’ on a pay-as-you-go basis 
and: hait Federal aid for direct 
reltef of the aged, was argued 
before two of the 10 economic 
societies. in session here.

Eisenhower Seeks Freeze. 


President Eisenhower last 
session asked Congress to freeze 
the contribution at 114 per cent 
each on workers and employers. 
Congress did not act. Some have 
speculated he might again ask 
for a freeze, retroactive to New 
Year’s day, after Congress re- 
convenes. The boost would nul- 
lify the benefits of the income 
tax tut, also due Jan. 1, for 
many low-income families. 

The’ economists’ attention 
swung to social security at a 
joint session last night of the 
American Economic Association 
and-the Industrial Relations Re- 
search. Association. 

Representative Kean (Rep.), 
New Jersey, sponsor of Admin- 
istration-supported legislation to 
broaden social security coverage 
by .millions of workers and im- 
prove benefit payments, said the 
proposal to freeze social security 
contributions has “political ap- 
peal,” but added: 

“T’m opposed to a freeze at 
this ‘time. Benefits are now 
greater than can be supported 
at the présent contribution rate. 
Alsd, it would raise the problem 
of whether to enter a pay-as- 
you-go pian instead of building 
a trust fund reserve for pay- 
ment of future benefits. If we 
freeze today, we would almost 
inevitably have to adopt the 
pay-as-you-go system in the fu- 
ture.” 

‘Criticizes Chamber Plan. 


Kean criticized the United 
States Chamber plan to pay 
minimum benefits — increased 
from the present $25 to $30 a 
madnth—to about 5,000,000 re- 
tired persons past 65 who are 
now ineligible for social security 
and have not contributed to it. 

is would drain the social 
security trust fund of $1,800,- 
000,000 a year, Kean. said, would 
“break* faith with thdse who 
have paid into the fund,” annd 
might-make of social security a 
*“pelitical football.” 

The “United States Chamber 
spdkesman. Campbell, replied 
that the present system has “im- 
pofttant shortcomings.” Six of 
every 10 aged persons are in- 
eligible, he pcinted out, and 
therefore the system falls short 
of :Being the intended “basic 
floér of protection for all the 


aged.” 

Sampbell called for coverage 
of pill workers and the blanket- 
ingin of all the unprotected 
aged. This, he argued, would 
“eliminate any further justifica- 
tioh f£6% federal grants~-to state 
oldtage*assistance programs.”

R. J. Eggert, pro- 
gram planning manager, noted 
that consumers hold 60 per cent 
more liquid assets than before 
the war, and that consumers’ 
spendable income is expected to 
continue in the next three 
months “at its present record 
high level.” 

“The movement of population 
is toward the suburbs, thus cre- 
ating an increased need for 
cars,” he added. “One-eighth of 
car-owning families now have 
two cars.”

properties taken over by the 
projects. : 

John J. O'Toole, executive 
director of the housing author- 
ity, said the amount paid actu- 
ally exceeds what would have 
been forthcoming in taxes had 
the properties remained on the 
tax rolls. The 1952 payment was 
$34,441, being 10 per cent of 
net rentals before the Cochran 
project was occupied.

“Let us take an example from 
past catastrophes in other states 
and avoid having the same thing 
happen here, It-is our thought 
that if the proper person is 
appointed to this position he 
will secure the co-oeration of 
the municipalities to enforce 
safety measures because our 
citizens go to all sections of the 
-eounty for religious services 
and enjoyment.”

in Cash Gifts 


Donated to Christmas Bureau

$3091 More Contributed to Agency Than in 
1952 — 6500 Needy Families 
| Received Help. 


| Cash gifts totaling $16,270,- 
largest amount to be given in 
the 29-year history of the Christ- 
mas Bureau—were contributed to 
needy families whose case stories 
were published by the Post-Dis- 
patch during the Christmas sea- 
son, 


This was the third year the 
Post-Dispatch has co-operated 
with the bureau, an agency of 
the Social Planning Council of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
and this year’s total was $3091 
more than the 1952 donations. 


Through the fund, which was 
distribyted through agericies, 
more than 6500 families were 
given a happier Christmas. In 
many cases the help given had a 
year-round benefit, mee such 
needs as braces and dental care. 


In addition to gifts of cash, 
readers contributed 15 cooking 
stoves, five heating stoves, five 
refrigerators and iceboxes, five 
television sets, two wheelchairs, 
a walker, five radios, two hear- 
ing aids, 500 phonograph records, 


several bicycles, tricycles and 
overcoats. Thirteen dogs were 
offered to institutions and indi- 
vidual children. 

Cash gifts ranged from 7 cents, 
contributed by a child, to $500 
from employes of a large firm. 
About 1200 persons—many ask- 
ing to remain anonymous—con- 
tributed to the fund. Of the 
total amount, $12,794 was do- 
nated through the Post-Dispatch. 

Under the direction of Mrs. 
G. R. Ames, volunteer chairman 
of the Christmas Bureau, and 
Mrs. Justin Cordonnier, co-chair- 
man, 10 volunteers contributed 
126 hours of their time during 
the fund-raising period. 

Mrs. Frances all, execu- 
tive director of the Family and 
Children’s Division, Social Plan- 
ning Council, was in charge of 
the bureau’s program, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Trebilcock served as 
temporary secretary through the 
Christmas season. 

All funds contributed to the 
campaign were allocated to needy 
families.

Creation of the three-man 
emergency board means that un- 
der terms of the Railway Labor 
Act the 15 unions are barred 
from striking for 60 days. 


Eisenhower's vacation head- 
quarters here said the members 
of the board will be named in a 
few days. 


In the 60-day no-strike period 
the board will hold hearings and 
recommend settlement terms. 
The last half of the two-month 
period is reserved for union- 
management negotiations on the 
basis of the board's findings. 

Eisenhower's executive order 
setting up the board said the 
dispute threatens “substantially 
to interrupt interstate commerce

Festive enough for the fanciest 
party are clams in aspic or lob- 
ster in aspic, imported from 
Sweden. Canned whole pheas- 
ants or guinea hens ,or six-pound 
tins of breast of turkey will add 
a luxury touch to the buffet 
table. 

There are whole cooked squabs, 
and little larks stuffed with goose 
liver. Imported fresh caviar, 
tinned and kept under constant 
refrigeration, is far less salty 
than other types. 

Francé sends the gourmets of 
St. Louis wild rabbits with mush- 
room sauce and roosters in red 
wine. 

Those who are adventuresome 
may feast upon whale meat from 
Norway (a conversation piece if 
ever there was one), or wild boar 
meat from France. One can even 
find skinned eels in aspic, and 
canned octopus from Japan.

PASSPORT BOARD 
T0) HEAR APPEALS 


Had Delayed for More 
Than Year —.Wash- 
ington U. Professor 
Threatened Suit. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (UP) 
~The State Department, after 
more than a year’s delay, has 


appointed members of the Board 
of Passport Appeals, which was 
created under passport regula- 
tions issued in September 1952. 

Former Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson left the job of 
appointing the board to his suc- 
cessor, John Foster Dulles. Dul- 
les last Wednesday named seven 
State Department officials to 
the board. A department spokes- 
man said Dulles acted because 
it appears that a few cases are 
about to be ¢arried through the 
appeals procedure. He refused 
to give any details of the cases. 


Martin D. Kamen, biochemist 
in the school of medicine in 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
who has been denied a passport, 
plans to take his case through 
all the appeals machinery avail- 
able. His attorney, Nathan H. 
David, had threatened suit to 
force Dulles to appoint the 
board. 

Kamen, who worked on the 
wartime atomic project, applied’ 
for a p rt in September 
1952, but the department did not 
act on the application. A suit 
was filed for Kamen in federal 
court here Dec. 17 asking. that 
Dulles and Ruth B. Shipley, di- 
rector of the passport office, be 
ordered to make a final decision. 
Kamen was informed last week 
that his application had been 
turned down. 

Kamen says he has been in- 
vited to lecture abroad. He 
denies ever being a Communist 
or sympathizer, but afimits that 
his resignation from the war- 
time atomic project was re- 


. quested. He said the request 


was based on an “indiscretion.” 

Before Kamen’s dismissal it 
came to light that he had had 
dinner with two Russians in a 
San Francisco restaurant. 

In 1947 a passport was issued 
to Kamen for a trip to Israel 
where he was to help organize 
the Weizman Institute, but the 
passport was recalled before he 
could use it. 

Former Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton of Washington Uni- 
versity said he had investigated 
Kamen’s case and had found ne 
evidence of un-American activi- 
ties. 


St. Louisan Says ‘Folk Prejudices’ 
Slowed Hybrid Corn’s Acceptance 


Edgar Anderson Tells Science Group Public 
Rejected for 200 Years the Fact That 
Plants Haye a Sexual Nature. 


Edgar Anderson, assistant di- 
rector of Missouri Botanical 
Garden, declared in Boston last 
night that “deep-seated folk 
prejudices” had slowed down 
public acceptance of hybrid 
corn. 

Anderson, an internationally- 


known: St. Louis botanist, told 
the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science 
that the prejudices retarded ac- 
ceptance of the fact plants have 
a sexual nature for more than 
200 years. 


“Anyone who had any close 
contact with the selling of hy- 
brid corn seed during those first 
12 years from 1924 to 1936,” he 
said, “can tell you that one of 
the factors retarding more rapid 
acceptance of the new type of 
seed was the widespread feeling 
that such a method of breeding 
crop plants was unnatural, that 
God didn’t mean you to do such 
things.” 

Anderson, 56 years old, an 
authority on corn and genetics, 
discussed in his talk the evolu- 
tionary process he calls “intro- 
gressive hybridization,” meaning 
the changes which result when 
different species of plants are 
crossed. 

Available evidence now points 
to the conclusion, he said, that 
virtually all the measurable 


plant-to-plant variation that oc- 
curs in nature in the same 
species is the direct result of 
such introgression, or hybrid 
breeding of one species with an- 
other. 

Anderson said the variety of 
resulting plant forms offers a 
“rich. ferment for natural se- 
lection” and appears to swamp 
the small proportion of change 
which might be due to altera- 
tions said to occur, for unex- 
plained reasons, within the 
genes of a plant. 

The St. Louisan’s theory on 
introgressive hybridization as a 
major factor in evolution is con- 
sidered his most important con- 
tribution to scientific thought. It 
was received skeptically when 
advanced some years ago, but is

“This means you need to be 
warned against me and my con- 
clusions on the subject,” he add- 
ed. “No one who has been work- 
ing at cross purposes with folk 
prejudice for two decades is go- 
ing to be as sweetly reasonable 
as we would wish for the per- 
fect scientist.”

"A (ECONOMIC. GAINS 


Britain’s Situation Also 
Improved, OEEC Re- 
port Says — Italian 
Production Rises. 


PARIS, Dec. 29 (AP)—The 18- 
‘nation Organization for Euro- 

pean Economic Co-operation re 
ceited today that West Germany 
led western Europe in 1953 in 
economic improvement and pro- 
duction, 

The organization's year - end 
review of European economic 
trends said West German recov- 
‘ery had been “considerable” and 
its output increases were “clear- 
ly superior to that of other large 
countries.” 

Britain’s economic situation 
also improved in a “striking 
manner,” the report said, and 
Italian industrial production 
gained about 7 per cent. French 
output dropped. 

OEEC said that West Ger- 
many not only increased its 
over-all production but also 
boosted the level of its invest- 
ments and its public and pri- 
vate consumption. 

The still-occupied nation also 
greatly consolidated its currency 
position in international trade, 
the report went on. 

As to Britain, OEEC reported 
that after two years of relative 
stagnation, production’ is_ in- 
creasing and unemployment is 
on the downgrade. 

The island nation’s position in 
world trade was reported ap- 
proaching a balance after hav- 
ing been dangerously in deficit 
in 1951. 

Italy, according to OEEC, had 
been aided considerably .by the 
opening of the six-nation Schu- 
man organization’s common mar- 
ket for steel and coal. A mem- 
ber of the group, Italy imports 
most of what it uses of both 
basic industrial commodities. 

OEEC added that Italy still 
needs help in coping with its 
surplus manpower and conse- 
quent unemployment and in de- 
veloping the impoverished 
southern end of its peninsula. 


Red Output Up 25¢@ Pct. Since 
1940, Pravda Contends. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 29 (AP) — A 
Pravda editorial titled “Year of 
New Victories” said Soviet in- 
dustrial production in 1953 was 
250 per cent above 1940. 

The report gave these figures 
on 1953 production: 

Steel, 38,000,000 tons: coal, 
320,000,000 tons; oil, 52,000,000 
tons; electric power, 133 billion 
kilowatt hours; consumer goods, 
topped 1940 by 72 per cent;

the output of 1940,

were in metric tons, 2204 pounds 
to the ton.) 

Pravda said Soviet agriculture 
this year received 150,000 trac- 
tors, 40,000 combines and 2,000,- 
000 other machines. The Soviet 
Government, it added, had in- 
vested 70 billion rubles, or $17, 
500,000,000 at the official rate, 
in agriculture. 

At the same time it reported 
big economic and political gains 
in Czechoslovakia, China and all 
the “people’s democracies,” but 
warned that despite all the 
“great achievements of the 
Soviet people and Communist 
construction the tasks standing 
before them are even greater.”

Chains for the President 


The so-called Bricker Amendment—devised 
to limit the President's treaty-making power 
—will be before the congressional session start- 
ing next month. So it is encouraging that a 
sizable group of prominent Americans has formed 
the Committee for the Defense of the Constitu- 
tion by Preserving the Treaty Power, 

That is a space-filling name, and it would 
take even more space to list the committee's 
membership. Suffice it to say that many of the 
nation’s most prominent lawyers, law teachers 
and men of affairs have joined in fighting the 
Bricker proposal. It is te be hoped that all citti- 
zens will become familiar with the grounds for 
this opposition because, in an important way, the 
Bricker Amendment would move us back to the 
ineffective Articles of Confederation. 

The wording of the proposal {s catchy and 
seemingly harmless, if not actually desirable. 
Ostensibly it would guard the American people 
against being “sold down the river” by a design- 
ing or mistaken President and his State Depart- 
ment. Instead of providing safeguards, however, 
the amendment actually would make our diplo- 
macy weak and cumbersome. \

The Baruch plan for the control of atomic 
energy would be impossible under it. So, in all 
probability, would be President Eisenhower's sug- 
ested international atomic energy project, Very 
grave questions would be raised about the legal- 
ity of the surrender of Germany and Japan. And 
the Kérean truce would probably be open to peri- 
odic review by Congress, 

Furthef, many desirable international agree- 
ments—covering such diverse matters as the sale 
of narcotics and the collection of private debts 
in foreign countries—would be undone unless the 
states enacted similar laws. 

The Bricker Amendment would set aside the 
basic Constitutional principle that our national 
government is one of limited but supreme pow- 
ers. Treaties would be subject not only to the 
present two-thirds Senate approval—in itself a 
most effective protection—but.also to a vote of 
approval in the House and to the enactment of 
implementing statutes. Some foreign govern- 
ments might consider that process teo long and 
cumbersome to bother about many otherwise 
useful agreements with the United States, 

In time of war, the United States might be 
defeated before legal arrangements could be 
made, for example, for the moving of Canadian 
troops across American territory. If that exam- 
ple seems extreme, it is necessary only to realize 
that the Bricker measure would make existing 
migratory bird laws all but impossible, 

. . + 

What apparently troubles the supporters of the 
proposed amendment is the so-called “supremacy 
clause” under which the Constitution, backed by 
the Supreme Court, makes a treaty superior to 
an existing statute. There is no danger, how- 
ever, that any malign President might use this 
“supremacy clause” to undermine American 
rights and privileges. 

In the first place, there is the requirement of 
two-thirds Senate approval. Second, the opera- 
tion of the “supremacy clause” is chronological. 
Thus while a new treaty takes precedence over 
an old law, a new law also takes precedence over 
an old treaty. 

Congress is still supreme in its own field of 
legislation, It need not create undue handicaps 
and hobbles for the Executive to preserve our 
freedoms.

Our History Lesson for the Year 

An editorial on this page Sunday said that 
1953 had produced “no single observance as 
memorable as the St. Louis World’s Fair of 
1903.” This, of course, is about as unmemorable 
as anybody could get, since everybody knows 
(and has been telling us) that the famous fair 
occurred in 1904. So we have dutifully returned 
to our history book. — 

Why was the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
held 101 years after the Louisiana Purchase, and 


not a year earlier? Actually, the Exposition- 


Company had promised a 1903 fair, and by 1902 
had its funds and some buildings in view. But 
by then there was not time enough for some 
foreign countries to participate. So Congress, 
which had invested $5,000,000 in the project, 
finally postponed the fair one whole year. 

The 1904 date, however, happily marked the 
one hundredth anniversary of the raising of the 
American flag over Upper Louisiana and St. 
Louis itself. Local historians have been some- 
what at odds over the exact date of transfer, 
mentioning March 4, 8, 9 and 10, 1804. This may 
be explained by the fact that in 1804 courtesy 
was the rule and nobody was in a hurry to close 
the deal. 

Capt. Amos Stoddard of the United States 
Army arrived with some troops at Cahokia in 
early 1804, and he began long negotiations with 
Charles Dehault Delassus, the Spanish Lieuten- 
ant Governor acting for France in St. Louis. On 
Friday, March 9, Delassus: formally ceded the 
territory, and on Saturday, March 10, Capt. 
Stoddard took possession, 

Thus it took two days of ceremony, three flags 
and, perhaps, several kegs of rum, to put Upper 
Louisiana and St. Louis properly into the Union. 
All in all, it was a thoughtful business and some- 
thing for St. Louisans to celebrate next March.

More Than a Skyrocket 


Soviet radio and newspaper comment on the 
Eisenhower plan for an atomic energy pool give 
special point to the warning of David E. Lilien- 
thal against allowing too much time to pass be- 
fore putting the President's proposal into effect. 

The Communist commentators are bearing 
down on the fact that the Eisenhower plan does 
not go into the matter of outlawing atomic weap- 
ons. It does not do so for a very good reason— 
namely, because the experience of five years’ 
debate on atomic disarmament suggests that not 
much hope of actual progress can come from 
continuing that debate. The essence of the Eisen- 
hower plan was that it proposed action for a 
peacetime atomic energy pool without waiting 
for the disarmament discussion to be resolved. 


If Moscow intenfls to convert the talks on this . 


plan into talks on atomic disarmament, it should 
be evident that action could delayed indef- 
initely. Bearing this in mind, Mr. Lilienthal sug- 
gests that the Eisenhower Administration be pre- 
pared to proceed with the pool plan—without 
Soviet participation, if necessary—right now, 
without awaiting the outcome of the negotiations 
with Russia. ' 

Since the President made his proposal to Rus- 
sia and from the beginning contemplated Soviet 
partnership with the West as a main feature of 
the plan, he could be accused of undue precipi- 
tancy if he now announced that the negotiations 
he requested would not be necessary after all.

Four Times Out .of Five 

President Eisenhower breaks another political 
precedent with his announcement that he will 
give Democratic congressional leaders a preview 
of his State of the Union message two days 
before he delivers it. As now planned, the Presi- 
dent will present his views in advance on Jan. 5 
to Democratic Senators Johnson of Texas, Clem- 
ents of Kentucky, George of Georgia and Rus- 
sell of Georgia, and to Representatives Rayburn 
of Texas, McCormack of Massachusetts, Vinson 
of Georgia and Richards of South Carolina. 
Ranking Republicans also will be present. 

This is recognition by the President that he 
must have Democratic support in a Congress as 
evenly divided as the one which is about to meet. 
When the Democrats outnumber the Republicans 
48 to 47 in the Senate and are only three votes 
short of the Republican total in the House, the 
Executive can ignore the opposition in the legis- 
lative branch only if he is unconéerned about 
his program. 

The President’s primary purpose, 80 Press 
Secretary Hagerty explains, is to achieve bi- 
partisan unity on foreign affairs and defense. 
He ought te have another purpose, namely,-te 
recruit votes for his domestic program. Congres- 
sional Quarterly has made a careful study of 
the 1953 session and comes up with some very 
revealing facts. The Eisenhower position was 
tested on 83 roll calls in the last session and of 
these 74 were won by the White House. But of 
the 74 Eisenhower victories in Congress, 58 tests 
were won by Democratic votes when Republican 
votes fell short of providing the President with 
enough support. Thus the Democrats filled the 
breach four times out of five, 

If this fact is not a consideration in the atten- 
tion being exhibited by the White House to the 
opposition, it surely should be.

_ Blocking the Plaza Project 

Now that Charles L. Farris has assumed office 
as executive director of the Land Clearance for 
Redevelopment Authority, St. Louis can hope for 
action on the downtown plaza project. This pro}- 
ect has been afflicted with one delay after an- 
other, the worst of them being a test suit which 
has not even been filed. 

Mr. Farris says the immediate problem is to 
get together a staff. The authority’s staff fell 
apart last spring, when federal aid for the plaza 
redevelopment project. was suspended, The aid 
was restored, however, after the people voted for 
a $1,500,000 bond issue for St. Louis’s share in 
land clearance. Then the agericy was without a 
director. Now Mr. Farris has arrived, and work 
should get under way—except for one thing. 

The one roadblock to progress is the continued 
failure to file a test suit to clear up a number of 
legal questions still clouding the project. One of 
these is the Land Clearance office’s power of emi- 
nent domain. The legal problem has been in the 
hands of lawyers for a long time, yet the suit has 
not been filed. And until the suit is filed and 
settled, little real progress is possible. 

Mr. Farris’s first job, it seems, is to get his 
lawyers busy. The September bond election was 
a mandate for action on clearing up the plaza 
area—and that was three months ago,

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As the Experts Disagree 

As the debate over the economic outlook con- 
tinues, Eisenhower Administration leaders appear 
to be lining up fairly solidly on the side which 
expects no serious depression in 1954. 

Dr. Gabriel Hauge, the President’s personal 
economic consultant, took that view in a radio- 
television debate which Scnator Paul Douglas of 
Illinois, who as a former president of the Ameri- 
can Economic Association is predicting somewhat 
more trouble than most of the Administration 
experts do. 

Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell in his 
year-end review takes a position similar to Dr. 
Hauge’s—that while some declines in business 
activity are taking place, what will remain after 
the declines still amounts to a very large degree 
of prosperity. ' 

By its very nature, this argument over whether 
we face a “rolling readjustment” or a real reces- 
sion can be settled only by time. There are data 
to support both points of view, If the experts 
disagree on interpreting the data, the layman 
cannot be expected to do any better. 

What the layman can ask, however, is that the 
experts—and most particularly those in Govern- 
ment—practice a certain humility and flexibility 
of mind. When an official expert once takes a 
position, he is under strong temptation to main- 
tain that position even if changed facts later go 
against him. He acquires a kind of vested inter- 
est in his opinion; he may cling to it longer than 
he should, lest by changing it he appear to con- 
fess inadequacy as an expert. 

It must be hoped that the Administration eco- 
nomic experts will try to resist this temptation, 
and will be prepared to niake their own rolling 
readjustments, intellectually speaking, if the next 
few months prove them wrong and members of 
the Senator Douglas school right. Should 1954 
turn out to be a recession rather than a readjust- 
ment year, it will be of the utmost importance 
for Government to move promptly and boldly to 
counteract the forces of recession. This need for 
prompt action ought not to be overlooked be- 
cause the official experts did not anticipate it. 

May the Administration be right in forecasting 
no serious recession—but may it be ready to act 
promptly if proved wrong,

Too Many TV

Commercials? 


Columnist says magazine found that 60 per cent of television in- 
dustry men answering questionnaire thought TV was over-com- 
mercialized; too many commercials and bad taste repel audience; 
TV has a voluntary code but many stations seem to forget it.

Sponsor magazine, which occasionally 
acts as the conscience of the industry, 
fell to brooding over the over-commer- 
cialization of television the other day 
and decided to ask the people in it what 
they thought. The magazine sent out 
a batch of postcards to advertising ex- 
ecutives, agency account men, advertis- 
ing managers, station executives and so 
forth, 

They were asked, “Is TV over-com- 
mercialized?” The results were an eye- 
opener. The box score: 59.5 per cent 
said TV was over-commercialized; 12.3 


per cent said maybe it was; 28.2 per 


cent said no, it wasn’t. 


Mind you, these are not viewers, who 
are tired of commercials; these are the 
folks who earn 
their living by the 
commercialism of 
television — the 
folks who run sta- 
tions or are em- 
ploy2d by ad agen- 
cies. 

Their point of 
view, naturally, dif- 
fers sharply from 
ours. A viewer, 
with no stake in the 
situation except a

desire to be entertained, is either bored 
or irritated or infuriated by a commer- 
cial. An ad agency guy, on the other 
hand, views each commercial as a po- 


tential competitor. Must of the post- 
cards, I notice, complain more about the 
profligacy of spot announcements than 
the nature of them. 


In other words, the message about a 
cleansing tissue is not likely to stick 
to your bones very long if it is surround- 
ed on all sides by pleas to buy second- 
hand cars, cigarettes and magazines. 
That is the practical aspect of the mat- 
ter. 


As a long range proposition, the whole 
prestige and efficacy of advertising is 
at stake. The comments on the post- 
cards are illuminating. They range from 
the bottomless cynicism of one public 
relations man—‘“Why curb this before it 
stops paying off?”—to the enlightened 


plea of a Los Angeles ad agency presi- 
dent—“Educate clients from constant 
hard sell.” 


The television industry, represented 
by the National Association of Radio and 
Television Broadcasters, adopted a code 
about commercials which contained a 
lot of sense. The networks mostly abide 
by it. But of the 315 TV stations in the 
nation, only 191 subscribe to the code 
which lays down fundamental rules for 
advertising on the air. The rest of the 
stations pay no attention. And many of 
the stations which have promised to ob- 
serve the code don’t. 


There is nothing at all compulsory 
about the code, In fact, the word “sug- 
gested” bobs up again and again. 
Among the “suggestions” which are fre- 
quently violated are the total amount 
of advertising allowed on a half hour 
program (four minutes and 15 seconds 
which is one minute and 15 seconds 
more than was staniard practice on 
radio) or seven minutes for an hour 
show (one minute more than radio). 


Another one: “When dramatizing ad- 
vertising material involves statements 
by doctors, dentists, nurses or other 
professional people, the material should 
be presented by members of such pro- 
fessions reciting actual experiences or 
it should be made apparent from the 
presentation itself that the portrayal is 
dramatized.” That one is violated every 
day, not only on station shows but on 
network shows. 

The principal offenders, though, are 
not networks but individual stations 
which are wallowing in income from 
these malpractices. When six out of 10 
ad men and station executives feel that 
TV is over-commerciaiized, something is 
clearly wrong. Eventually, there will be 
an outcry from the public of even great- 
er dimension. Then some Congressman 
will start a crusade to determine just 
how much advertising is good for the 
public. 

That possibility alone ought to drive 
the mort responsible members of the 
industry—of wifom there are quite a lot 
—to clean their own houses before some- 
one else does it for them.

Yeats Tells All 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF WILLIAM SUTLER 

YEATS. (Macmillan, 344 pqs., $5.) 

William Butler Yeats, who called him- 
self “the last of a doomed generation,” 
lived from 1865 to 1939. When he died 
at 73, he was the undisputed chief of 
twentieth century poets, full of 
won not solely by his superb literary 
achievement but richly and rightly by 
his foreground activity in the Irish Lit- 
erary Renaissance generally and the 
Irish Literary Society and the Irish Na- 
tional Theater particularly. Philosopher 
and politician as well as essayist and 
playwright, he was Senator of the Irish 
Free State in 1922 and Nobel Laureate 
in literature in 1925. 


Brought up largely by his mother's 
people, among them an astrologer and 
a race-horse owner, Yeats fell early un- 
der the spell of the ancient spirit of Ire- 
land. Steeped in his country’s myths, he 
put her beauties in unsu ble lyr- 
ics; but his fundamen aspiration 
was to “explain the world,” and to that 
aspiration he summoned the support 
of symbolism, occultism,. psychologi- 
cal religions, in order to present 
“character isolated by a deed to engross 
the present and dominate memory.” 


His quest, he has told us in many 
ways, was for poetic wisdom, and, re- 
gardiess of its diversified details, his 
“Autobiography” is essentially the story 
of that quest.

- It is convenient to have all the impor- 
tant parts of Yeats’s autobiographical 
writings reprinted in this one volume; 
“Reveries Over Childhood and Youth,” 
“The Trembling of the Veil,” and “Dra- 
matis Personae.” They show this man 
as he says he saw himself. The “as he 
says” is important, for as much illumi- 
nating testimony has pointed out, “no 
critic can accept at its face value any- 
thing Yeats has written of himself for 
publication.” This poet, who “carried 
immortality in his pocket,” was appar- 
ently a confused and timid man who put 
- _ and arrogance as a protective 
cloa 


Physically impressive enough to seem 
indeed the “priestly poet” he conceived 
himself, Yeats wrote with true sacerdo- 
tal conviction. “Nobody running at full 
speed has either a head or a heart,” he 
said. Many have accused him of being 
too much head, too littic heart; but no 
critical catcalls could disturb his dedi- 
cation. Considered, by some, to be 
“the most complete type of fop that has 
ever appeared in literature,” he dre 
his thought in only the seemliest gar- 
ments: “A good writer should be so sim- 
ple that he has no faults. only sins.”

The “Autobiography” places one next 
this man of genius, makes one confi- 
dent of his sensitive disclosures, on- 
looker at the entertainment he gave his 
public: “a most delicately perfect pic- 
ture of the Poet,” said Edmond Dulac;

India is not likely to go Com- 
munist, the Rev. Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones, Methodist missionary to 
India since 1907, said yesterday 
when he spoke on problems in 
Asia at a meeting of the Minis- 
terial Alliance at the Downtown 
Y.M.C.A., 1528 Locust street. 

“Nehru is fighting Commu- 
nism, and not ineffectively,” the 
Rev. Dr. Jones said. 

“I. is a good thing to have 
one footloose nation in the 
world dedicated to peace. India 
is worth more to use in that 
position than she would be as a 
military ally. 

“I hope America will not 
grant military aid to Pakistan; 
for that would help to drive In- 
dia into the arms of Commu- 
nism. We should grant eco- 
nomic aid to both India and 
Pakistan. 

“India has her feet firmly 
planted on the road toward de- 
mocracy, and we should treat 
her as a friend and ally. 

“I am going back to India in 
January to spend six months on 
an evangelistic tour,” the Rev. 
Dr. Jones said. 

“Communism is going down 
in Japan, The Communist vote 
there dropped from 3,000,000 
during the occupation to 900,000 
at the most recent elections. 
Communi#mm is not now a grea 
live issue in Japan. 

“It geems to me that over the 
world Communism has reached 
its peak and is declining. The 
masses are beginning to see that 
there is no paradise behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

“But looking under the bed 
for Communists won't save the 
world. We must do something 
constructive. The Christian 
chureh must take the gospel to 
the world.” 

The Rev. Dr. Jones spoke last 
night at a mass meeting at La- 
due Chapel, 9450 Clayton road, 
on “A uae Church: Possible 
and Inevitable.” 

He said he believed a united

He examines manners in relation 
to class and finds the prosperous 
middle class amazed at the com- 
monness of the aristocracy, and 
wary of lending them money, 
but good-naturedly tolerant of 
their eccentricities. He places a 
wreath of logic and kindliness 
on the brow of a roue. 


It seems to me Shaw was also 
burlesquing conventional dramat- 
ic cliches of his day. The noble, 
muscular hero in turtle-necked 
sweater who rushes to defend a 
lady's fair name is made an in- 
sufferable ass. The heroine, far 
from the modest Victorian violet, 
chases him joyously over hill 
and dale with brazen amatory 
design. The melodramatic plot 
of revenge for an old wrong is 
lampooned in the underwear 
king’s illegitimate son from a 
forgotten affair creeping up on 
him waving a pistol. The heroics 
are supplied by a lady acrobat 
who tosses the men about like 
puppets. The implausible en- 
trarce is carried to the ultimate 


(of absurdity by having the stal- 


wart hero and the lady acrobat 
crash an airplane into the mil- 
lfonaire’s greenhouse, leap out 
just before it hits, and come 
strolling into the solarium just 
in time to provide a needed ele- 
ment of character contrast. 
All this bounces and tumbles 
along from the audacious and the 
clever to the brilliant. It has 
been deftly pointed and high- 
lighted by the cast under Oyril 
Ritchard’s direction. Martyn 
Green as the underwear million- 
aire and vortex of this dialectic 
circus, is gentle in his humor, a 
kindly, rueful and garrulous man 
for all his delusion of being dic- 
tator in his own home. The oth- 
er roles are caricatured, more or 
less in varying degrees, to bring 
them into relief. Katharine Ser- 
gava as the acrobat who is the 
epitome of Shaw's Life Force, 
Priscilla Morrill as the daughter, 
Hypatia, Lee Richardson as the 
pompous hero, and Hugh Thom- 
as as the comic gunman were 
excellent, and the rest of the 
cast, including George Turner as 
Lord Summerhays, Robert Cas- 
per as his crybaby son, Robert 
Fletcher as the millionaire’s son 
and Isobel Elsom as his wife, 
were quite satisfactory.

Fix It Yourself

Thawing Frozen Pipes. 
HERE are two ways to deal 
with a frozen water pipe. 
One method is just to turn 
off the water and wait until 
summer. By the time July rolls 
around the pipe will probably 
have thawed out and you will 
have saved a lot of energy. 

The other method is to thaw 
the pipe out by means of arti- 
ficial heat. 

Pipes don't always break when 
the water inside them freezes up 
but it’s a good idea to assume 
that they have until you can 
know for certain, so before you 
start the thawing operation, 
shut off the supply to the frozen 
line and open the faucet at the 
other end. 


The thawing operation should 
begin at a point nearest the 
open faucet and work back 
along the line. 


About the safest way to thaw 
a pipe is with lots of bath- 
towels and plenty of hot water. 
The only drawback to this 
method is that it can’t be used 
where painted surfaces or deco- 
rations might be harmed by all 
that hot water. A blow torch is

may generate steam in the pipe 
and this can do a good deal of 
harm. 

Electric heaters can be used 
but don’t let them come in con- 
tact with the pipe and don't 
ever touch the heater and pipe 
at the same time. If you do use 
an electric heater, put a piece of 
aluminum foil in back of the 
pipe, as this will increase the 
efficiency of the heater. 


Sometimes you just can’t get 
close enough to a frozen pipe to 
thaw it out yourself and your 
best bet then is to get hold of a 
plumber with a little steam 
thawing outfit. 


Drain pipes that freeze can 
often be thawed out with a 
chemical sold at hardware and 
plumbing stores for this pur- 
pose, but you should never use 
one of these chemicals on the 
fresh water supply lines,

To avoid the problems of 
the older person, it’s best to ap- 
ply nutritional knowledge to 
feeding in early and middle 
adulthood.”

to note that in 

areat Britain where food re- 
strictions have been in effect for 
more than 10 years, they have 
had enviable health records and 
have controlled and. decreased 
the number of deaths from dis- 
eases of old age. In our own na- 
tion of plentiful food supplies, 
it’s been estimated that 25 to 30 
per cent of all people over 40 
are obese, the greatest percent- 
age of any country in the world. 
“We also know from life in- 
surance statistics,” Dr. Shank 
says, “that in the obese person, 
who is more than 20 per cent

above standard, the risk of death, 
particularly after age 30, is en- 
hanced. The rate of increase is 
related directly to the obesity. 
Someone who is 70 or 80 pounds 
overweight is doubling his risk 
of death 

There are a variety of ,dis- 
eases directly related to obesity. 
Some of these are the minor 
“aches and pains” experienced 
by older Fagen which often are 
simply the result of carrying 
too much poundage around. 
Arthritis sometimes occurs be- 
cause of problems caused by 
obesity. Diabetes is closely 
linked to overweight and often 
can be controlled by simple 
weight reduction. Diseases of 
the heart and blood vessels, such 
as arteriosclerosis, may be has- 
tened by overweight. Even the 
degenerative diseases occur ear- 
lier in obese people. 

All these things were taken 
into consideration when the 
Food Nutrition Board met to re- 
vise the national food standards.

four cups of milk a day for 
children, two or more for adults; 
one to two servings of meat, 
poultry, fish, eggs, peas, beans; 
one of bread or cereal, prefer- 
ably whole grain or enriched; 
some butter or enriched mar- 
garine. each day.

FTER you've eaten the good 
balanced diet, you can add 
the extras, the pies, cakes, 
desse-ts, candy, and beverages, 
soft and hard, which are con- 
spicuously absent on basic food 
lists. That is, you can add them 
if you have eneugh calories left. 
Any veteran calorie counter can 
take one look at the allowances 
of the new food standards and 
tell that the amount recommend- 
ed leaves little room for malted 
milks or Manhattans. 
The “average man,” five feet 
seven inches tall, whose ideal 
weight from age 25 on is 143 


gp J allowed 3200 calories 
a footnote ad- 
visde ‘that this figure may be 


high for the sedentary white 
collar worker. At age 45 the al- 


lowance has been cut to 2900 
calories a day, at age 65, to 
2600. The 25-year-old, five foot 
two inch woman, who should 
weigh 121 pounds after age 25, 
is allowed 2300 calories a day 


(again the footnote for the less 


active white collar worker), but 
this drops to 2100 at age 45, 
1800 at age 65. 


The pregnant woman is al- 
lowed 400 calories a day more 
during the last three months of 
pregnancy, 1000 a day addition- 
al during lactation. The best 
age to be if you like to eat 
heartily is between age 16 and 
20. Boys that age are allowed 
3800 calories a day to maintain 
a weight of 139 pounds. Thus, 
a girl of 10 is likely to be able 
to eat much more than her 
mother of 30, a boy of 13 more 
than his father of 35. This ac- 
counts for the frequently heard 
complaint of parents: “He eats 
more than I do and look at him.” 


Calorie requirements cannot 
be set down in too hard and 
fast a fashion, however. Calorie 
needs are affected by age and 
activity and also by such ex- 
ternal factors as temperature. In 
warmer climes you need less 
food, in cold places more. In or- 
der to determine the exact 
caloric needs for you, you may 
require the services of a statis- 
tician and a dietitian to figure 
nevtaphamen. 

But it isn’t necessary to have 
an exact caloric measure. Says 
the Nutrition Board: “Calorie al- 
lowances must be adjusted to 
the actual needs of the individ- 
ual to enable him to feach and 
maintain desirable weight.”
